Only  a few  years  ago  cabbage  had  to  be  prac- 
tically abandoned  near  Racine  and  Kenosha,  the  heart  of  the  oldest  cabbage  section 
in  Wisconsin,  because  the  soil  had  become  so  badly  infected  with  this  destructive  fun- 
gus, that  a satisfactory  stand  could  no  longer  be  secured. 

Then  after  years  of  experiment  and  study,  Prof.  L.  R.  Jones  of  the  University  of 
Wisconsin  secured  three  strong  heads  of  the  Danish  Ballhead,  or  Hollander  variety, 
which  were  immune  to  yellows.  The  seed  from  these  were  planted  and  extensive  tests 
proved  the  plants  from  this  seed  to  be  as  resistant  as  were  the  first  three  heads.  Thus 
was  Wisconsin  Disease  Resistant  Seed  developed.

In  sections  all  over  the  country,  the  tomato  blight  is  causing  the  abandon- 
ment of  tomato  fields,  with  staggering  reductions  of  incomes,  just  as  did 
the  cabbage-wilt.  The  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture,  however  has  been  studying 
the  situation  for  years  and  has  produced  the  Norton  Wilt-Resistant  Tomato  that  thrives 
and  produces  heavily  on  badly  diseased  soil. 

Blight  and  wilt  have  caused  untold  losses  to  tomato  growers.  In  testing  out  the 
Norton-Wilt-Resistant,  the  government  reports  that  in  one  test  with  102  Norton 
plants,  about  6 per  cent  were  diseased;  in  another  test,  only  2 per  cent  out  cf 
the  160  were  diseased.  In  149  tests  by  planters,  it  was  found  that  there  was  only 
about  7 per  cent  loss  of  the  Norton  Wilt-Resistant,  because  of  wilt,  as  compared 
with  an  average  loss  of  61  per  cent  in  other  varities. 

One  planter  set  out  125  plants  each,  of  4 varieties.  The  three  non-resistant  strains 
took  the  blight  after  growing  three  feet.  On  August  17th  they  were  all  dead,  but  the 
Norton  Wilt-Resistant  was  still  nice  and  green  and  bore  a good  top  crop.  All  varieties 
had  the  same  treatment  and  the  Norton  averaged  30  to  35  lbs.  of  fruit  to  each 
vine.
